W HEN MEN WORE SHAWLS. 


Th* Y e llo w sto n e *o l,« r* e I t HW* 
Not Yet Been F u l l y E x p lo re d . 
While several of the great cities of 
-he United States are disputing for 
he honor of possessing the largest or 
nost beautiful park, It m ust not ba 
orgotten that they all pale Into In­ 
significance before the national parka 
which the government has put aside 
for public use. 
In 1872 Congress located the Yellow­ 
stone Park, which is so large that It 
has not yet been fully explored. 
It ii 
situated at the source of the Yellow­ 
stone river, and embraces an area of 
65 miles long by 55 miles broad, and 
includes the lake from which the river 
rises, a sheet of water 7,<88 feet above 
the level of the sea, and the Grand 
Canyon, an abyss of 3,000 feet in per­ 
pendicular height. The other wonders 
are so many that no complete descrip­ 
tion of the region has ever been at­ 
tempted. 
This park is so wonderful and ex- 
as tt r be tnrrlvTDM, a lthough 
there are three other national parks 
which are certainly worthy of notice. 
They are all situated in California and 
were only recently 
located so that* 
they are but little known. 
TI e largest is the Yosemite Park. It 
contains 925,000 acres, 
exclusive of 
the Yosemite grant to the state ol 
California, which is situated in the 
middle of the park. The park Is prin­ 
cipally in Tuolumne 
and 
Marinosa 
counties with a small section in Mono 
and Fresno counties. 
Next comes the Sequoia 
National 
Park, lying wholly in Tulare county, 
and containing 161.280 
acres. 
This 
includes the giant trees of which we 
hear so much, and the maintenance 
and preservation of which is sought 
by the 
reservation. 
O late 
years 
there has been a great destruction of 
these magnificent trees, and it is quite 
certain they could never he replaced, 
if once destroyed. 
The smallest of the now national 
parka is the Gen. Grant Park of 2,500 
acres, lying partly in Fresno and part* 
ly in Tulare county, but it contains 
a number of nar*iral curiosities worthy 
of preservation.

Connersville. Ind., July 19. 
An In­ 
vitation has been sent to President 
Taft by Mayor Barrows, asking the 
chief executive to visit Connersville on 
Sept. Ho, (lie day being the 100th an­ 
niversary of the signing of the treaty 
with tim Indians, known as Hie twelve- 
milt purchase. 
President Taft has signified his in­ 
tention of accepting the invitation aud 
of making an address if he finds it con­ 
venient to do so. The i welve-mlle pur­ 
chase was the cause of the war with 
the Indians which continued for some 
time and culminated in the battle of 
Tippecanoe. The land involved in the 
purchase was of small consequence, 
hut the war that followed spread over 
the whole of what was known at that 
time as the Northwest Territory. 
In 
the event (hat President Taft finds it ,

PATHOLOGICAL DIVORCE PLEAS. 
By Edward Alsworth Ross. 
It la erroneous to suppose that the explana 
Hon and cure of the drift toward divorce la to 
be found In legislation. 
Twenty years ago 
Prof. Wilcox, on the basis of the moat rigid 
investigations, declared: 
"The 
immediate, 
direct and measurable influent,- of legislatiot 
is subsidiary, unimportant, almost im percept I 
hie." 
Dr. Dike, the secretary of the National 
League for the Protection of the Family, said: 
"The direct influence of lax laws in producing tile great 
increase of divorce in the last forty years is relatively 
small." 
Moreover, the tendency of legislation for the 
last twenty years has been decidedly in the direction of 
greater stringency. 
The failing grip of the legal institution ne.-d not en­ 
tail a corresponding abandonm ent of the hallowed ideal 
of marriage as a lifelong union, 
lf the iron d a m p 
loosed, It does not follow that the silken cord is weaker. 
Although in thirty-eight years the resort to divorce has 
become three times as frequent, there is little to show 
th a t couples are taking the vows of wedlock with any 
other desire or expectation than union till death. 
Nor can we conclude that wronged spouses are less 
faithful than 
formerly to this ideal. 
The 
loveless 
couples of the "good old times” appear to have been 
held together by public opinion, religious ordinance, ig 
norance cf a remedy, the expense of divorce or the 
wife’s economic helplessness, rather than by a heroic 
fidelity to an ideal. 
In nineteen cases out of twenty the marriage pur­ 
ports to be shattered by some flagrant wrong, such as 
adultery, cruelty, drunkenness, desertion, Imprisonment 
for crime or neglect to provide. 
Nevertheless, the 
growth of divorce cannot be taken as a sure sign of in­ 
creasing depravity on the part of husbands or wives. 
Often the "cause" that figures in the record is a screen 
for some deep-seated irritant. 
Physicians declare that 
m any marital troubles have their roots in the patholo­ 
gy of sex, and do not argue moral fault on the part of 
either spouse.— The Century.

ing equal rights with us as citizens and the liberty to 
go and come and live and prosper among us. the same 
as the black or white men. 
T hat there were good and 
encouraging results the official f i o r d s clearly prove. 
The indian is a citizen having great wealth in unused 
lands, and >et the fact of his ignorance and lack of 
training lies at our door and not at his, for he has 
been subject to our absolute control for many years. 
Our system of control is now' and always has been cal 
culated, if not intended, to keep him both ignorant and 
untrained. 
His ignorance and our oppressive treat­ 
ment have brought to hint disease and death in vastly 
undue proportion, 
-lls only relief and future safety 
depend on his heron ing an intelligent, productive citi- 
zen, and as such taking full possession of himself and 
all th a t is his. 
I Bur. thin, give the Indian our language, our educa 
lion, our industry and our laws. 
He needs no others 
Being enabled by these, he will flee from his worthless 
past, hold his own among us, and have greatest pride 
in the usefulness and distinction these will bring to 
him. 
This will end our long-drawn-out Indian problem 
There is no other ending except annihilation.
